"8, Establish majority rule in the Senate and House of

get Congressmen to act on the eight points and the action they 
should take to get these eight points enacted.

ship of the UAW-CIO announced participation with the NAACP in a giant 
civil rights march on Washington in January, 1956. This leaflet 
stated that the lynching of EMMETT TILL spurred the demands for 
all civil rights action to be placed before the 
leaflet was made available 


The DW*, issue of February 3, 1956, previously referred to, 
reflects that representatives from Congressional Districts throughout 
the country, estimated at 2500 people, would gather in Washington 
for a civil rights mobilization March 4 6, 1956. It was announced 
by ROY WILKINS, Chairman of the LCCR, that registration would be 
held on March 4, that the opening mass meeting would be held at the 
Interdepartmental Auditorium, and all other sessions were to be held 
at the Willard Hotel. WILKINS reportedly stated that the mobilization 
was spurred by the upsurge of protest against EMMETT LOUIS TILL's 
and other murders in Mississippi and the rise of "White Citizens' 
Council“ racism in Southern areas. The emphasis was to be placed 
on getting the widest "grass roots" representation from across the 
nation and, wherever possible, the Conference would seek to hold 
meetings on a Congressional District basis, from which representatives 
to the Conference would be chosen. The delegates were to be from 
the 51 member organizations, except those who could be certified 
by Conference agencies. 


The "Washington Post and Times Herald," issue of February 6, 
1956, in the article, "Assembly Called on Civil Rights," reflects 
that the LCCR, according to ROY WILKINS, Executive Secretary of the 
NAACP, was to hold a "National Assembly" at the Willard Hotel March 4 - 6, 
and would meet in connection with what WILKINS foresaw as a "showdown:

Speaking at NAACP meeting at Jackson, Mississippi 


"NAACP is affording you the leadership. Emancipation is now at hand. 
White Methodist women have approved our demand for equality. When our 
demands have become an actuality, we will honor the leaders of 
Mississippi with blunt persecution. We demand that the War and Navy 
Departments eliminate Jin Crow". Our good friend Marshall Zhukov 
reported to Stalin that he could never understand why the American 
Negro fought for America, and that so long as the U. S. had those 
splendid Negro soldiers they could never whip America. The Negro is 
the white man's superior. The Negro has always excelled. There has 
never been a white man that could compete with Jackie Robinson, Nat 
King Cole, Ralph Bunche or Duke Ellington. , 


We demand the abolition of all state laws which forbid inter- 
marriage of the different races. We demand the removal of the last 
vistage of all barriers. The whole world knows that the white man 
prefers the Negro woman. The white women have been subjected to 
persecution and restriction. The recent announcement by the white 


women’s church organization serves notice that they intend to strike 
their own shackels. 


It is well known that the white woman is dissatisfied with the 
white man, and they, along with us, demand the right to win and love 
the Negro man of their choice, so they can proudly tell the world 
that *He is my man*, a man in every respect. The average Negro man has 
adopted the attitude, why buy a cow when he can get a plenty of 
mountain butter for nothing. We demand the right for every Negro man 
or woman to marry the white of his or her choice, if they can find one 
fit to marry. I am proud of my Negro heritage and I will not mix the 
Negro blood with the stock of an inferior race. : 


Now, allow me to bring to you the good news from Arkansas. Winthrop 
Rockefeller, our good friend, has assured us that the Governor, Orville 
„ 1s our friend and will be anxious to meet all our 
demands, though playing along with the segregationists, will do what 
he demands of him and all that we demand of him. He has promised that 
we will have representation and contro] of the State Educational 
Department. You can imagine what benefits will accrue to the Negro 
from this appointment. He has promised that he will appoint Negroes to 
the Alcoholic Control Board. He has promised to remove the hideous 
word colored“ from all toilets and water fountains. He has promised 
that during his second term the Adjutant General of the Arkansas 
National Guard will be an outstanding Negro. He has promised that 
Negroes will be integrated into all state colleges. He has promised 
not to approve any legislation until it is approved by our own, the 
Honorable I. S. McClendon. He has promised to appoint Negroes to the 
State Pardon and Parole Board, and will fill vacancy on the Arkansas 
University Board with a Negro. The chaplain in the next Arkansas 
legislature will be an outstanding Negro minister. 


Now, hear this, we will absolutely control the next election in 
Arkansas. 
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
